ber. ‘The months, June to September are 
the hot months in,.Hongkong, and we 
can therefore say that: the:typhoon sea- 
son occurs. during, but lags s ightly be- 
hind, the hot season. If some, colinection 
of this sort were all that wore claimed 
there would not be much to quarrel, with, 
but it is often suggested that a few hot 
ays aren sign that a typhoon is coming. 
This is not so easily disposed of, ag dit 
is not very ‘clear what is meant‘ by, a 


few hot, days, or how near the typhoon’ 


come, and perhaps the 
best that can be done: ig to fi © such 
figures as appear relevant, re have 
been 9 typhoons in Hongkong since 1884. 
In 4 cases the niean temperature of the 
A.previous days was bolow. the average; 
in 5 casrs it was above it. . Uf we leave 
mean temperature and.turn tothe days 
with a maximum over 90 deg. we find 
that in. the Jast 36 years there weré 30 
hot spells when the temperature on 3 
out of 4 consecutive days reached" 90 deg..
